Fresh seeds arrive all the year round, but mainly in Spring and Summer, 
and should be sown directly after arrival, as Palmseed in general with but few 
exceptions lose their germinating power very soon, especially those which come 
from a tropical climate. It is therefore in the interest of buyers to place their or- 
ders for all kinds they int+ad to grow as early as possible, the best in December, 
which will enable me to ship as soon as the seeds arrive, and no time will be lost 
in corresponding. 

When sowing Palmseed, care should be taken to keep them in an even mois - 
ture and warm temperature, they will thus germinate easier and loss will almost 
be prevented, sti soil should be avoided, a loose soil mixed with fine moss or 
sawdust is of great advantage. 

As most of my Palmseed come from collectors and only afew from reliable 
dealers I ean give no warranty, express or implied, as to the proper names of the 
varieties, and will not be responsible in respect to the crops, but my customers 
ean rely upon it that I will ouly send out such seeds as look to me fresh and 
healthy. If the seedis not acceptel on these terms, they must be returned at
